1 . I am the inventor of all of the claims of the above-referenced patent application. 



2. I understand that claims 1, 5, 9-15 and 17 of the application are rejected in view 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,001 ,900, which issued in the name of Jacobsen ei ah Jacobsen et ah was 
cited by the Examiner in an Office Action dated March 30, 2009, as allegedly qualifying as prior 
art to the instant application under the provisions of 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). 
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3. I understand that the '356 application is the U.S. National Stage Application 
corresponding to International Application No. PCT7EP2004/050042, filed on May 11, 2004, 
which claims priority to foreign application GB 0310867.7, filed May 12, 2003. 

DISCUSSION OF EVIDENCE IN EXHIBIT A 

4. Exhibit A is a collection of excerpts from laboratory notebook E-2704 which 
document the synthesis and purification of enantiomers of lsoquinoline-3-carboxylic acid 1- 
azabicyclo[2.2.2]oct-2-yl amide. 

5. Pages 1-5 of Exhibit A are the cover pages of the laboratory notebook E-2704. 

6. Pages 6-7 of Exhibit A are pages 129 and 143 from laboratory notebook E-2704 
which document the synthesis of Isoquinoline-3-carboxylic acid l-azabicyclo[2.2.2]oct-2-yl 
amide. 

7. Page 6 of Exhibit A (page 1 29 of laboratory notebook E-2704) is the entry for the 
final step of the synthesis and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated March 7, 2001 . 

8. Page 7 of Exhibit A (page 143 of laboratory notebook E-2704) is the entry for the 
continued purification and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated March 27, 2001. 

9. Pages 8 and 9 of Exhibit A (pages 198 and 200 of laboratory notebook E-2704) 
document the (notebook pages 198 and 200) synthesis of the other enantiomer of 
Isoquinoline-3-carboxylic acid l-azabicyclo[2.2.2]oct-2-yl amide. 

1 0. Page 8 of Exhibit A (page 1 98 of laboratory notebook E-2704) is the notebook 
entry for the final step and is signed by B. Hartman and dated August 2, 2001 . 

1 1 . Page 9 of Exhibit A (page 200 of laboratory notebook E-2704) documents 
continued purification and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated August 3, 2001. 
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12. With regard to Exhibit A, B. Hartman performed the laboratory work at my 
direction and under my control. 

13. Thus, the invention described in at least claims 1, 5, 9-1 1, 15, and 17 of the above 
identified application were completed by me or under my supervision prior to February 20, 2002 
as documented in the laboratory notebook records appended hereto as Exhibit A. These 
activities, were carried out in Switzerland, which is a member of the World Trade Organization. 

DISCUSSION OF EVIDENCE IN EXHIBIT B 

14. Exhibit B is a collection of excerpts from laboratory notebook E-l 0779 which 
documents the synthesis and purification of 6-Fluoro-isoquinoline-3-carboxylic acid 1- 
azabicycro[2.2.2]oct-2-yl amide and of 8-Fluoro-isoquinoline-3carboxylic acid 1- 
azabicyclo[2.2.2]oct-2-yI amide. 

15. Pages 1-6 of Exhibit B are the cover pages of the laboratory notebook E-l 0779. 

16. Pages 7-8 of Exhibit B are pages 92 and 95 from laboratory notebook E-l 0779 
which document the synthesis of 6-Fluoro-isoquinoline-3-carboxylic acid 1- 
azabicycro[2.2.2]oct-2-yl amide. 

17. Page 7 of Exhibit B (page 92 of laboratory notebook E-l 0779) is the entry for the 
final step of the synthesis and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated December 16, 2002. 

18. Page 8 of Exhibit B (page 95 of laboratory notebook E-l 0779) is the entry for 
continued purification and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated December 20, 2002. 

1 9. Pages 9- 1 1 of Exhibit B are pages 1 00- 1 02 and 1 05 of laboratory notebook E- 
10779 and document the synthesis and purification of 8-Fluoro-isoquinoline-3carboxylic acid 1- 
azabicyclo[2.2.2]oct-2-yl amide. 
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20. Page 9 of Exhibit B (page 1 00 of laboratory notebook E- 1 0779) is the entry for 
the final step of the synthesis and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated January 3, 2003. 



21. Pages 9-1 1 of Exhibit B (pages 101, 102, and 105 of laboratory notebook E- 
10779) is the entry for continued purification and is signed by B. Hartmann and dated January 6- 
18, 2003. 

22. With regard to Exhibit B, B. Hartman performed the laboratory work at my 
direction and under my control. 

23. The invention described in at least claims 12-14 of the above identified 
application were completed by me or under my supervision prior to February 14, 2003 as 
documented in the laboratory notebook records appended hereto as Exhibit B. These activities, 
were carried out in Switzerland, which is a member of the World Trade Organization.
